WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—The 
activities of William B. Shearer in 
seeking, while secretly employed 
by American shipbuilding interests, 
to wreck the Geneva naval con- 
ference of 1927 und the prepara- 
tory conference which preceded it, 
Will be imvestigated by the Naval 
Affairs Committee of the Senate. 

At the direction of the President.

The Naval Affairs Committee 
decided today upon an ivestiga- 
tion of its own, after hearing Sen- 
ator Borah of Idaho, who was the 
first to call the attention of the 
Senate to the implications con- 
tained in Shearer’s suit to collect 
$250,000 from three shipbuilding 
corporations for “services ren- 
dered.”

SAY THEY WERE 
BEATEN BY MOB 


Three Men Declare They 
Were’ Spirited Away 
From Gastonia by Anti- 


Communist Group. 


LABOR OFFICES 
ARE RANSACKED 


Search for Defense Attor- 
ney Fails After Trial of 
16 Alleged Slayers Is 
Halted. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHARLOTTE, N. C., Sept. 10.— 
Exhibiting marks on their bodies 
as proof that they had been spirit- 
ed away last night from Gastonia 
and beaten by members of an anti- 
Communist mob, three men re- 
turned to Charlotte this morning. 

The men, Ben Wells, textile mill 
organizer; C. M. Lell and C. D. 
Saylors, Gastonia strikers, said they 
had been taken to a lonely spot in 
Cabarrus County, eight miles from 
Concord, N. C., where they had 
been lashed and then left to find 
their way back. 

They were seized, they said, by 
the mob which formed in Gastonia 


yesterday after the trial of 16 
strikers and union members for 
the killing of Police Chief O. F. 


Aderholt, June 7, had been de- 
clared a mistrial when a juror be- 
came insane, 

The mob not only made a dem- 
onstration in Gastonia but aijso 
visited Charlotte and Bessemer 
City, gathering near the home of 
Thomas P. Jimison, chief counsel 
for the defense, in Charlotte. 

Hunters Frightened Crowd. 

According to the story told by 
the three men, they were carried to 
the lonely spot, about 30 miles 
from Charlotte and while they were 
being beaten, a group of opossum 
hunters passed nearby, frightening 
their assailants, the party imme- 
diately dispersed, leaving the men. 
Wells says he was unconscious for 
an hour. 

The three walked to Concord 
where they notified police, they 
then took a train for Charlotte. 
Saylors said he could identify some 
members of the party. 

Destruction of a few records and 
union pamphlets at various textile 
mills strike headquarters also re- 
sulted from the demonstration 
last night in which several hundred 
men went over the state in auto- 
mobiles in a hunt for “Red sympa- 
thizers.” 

The party disbanded here after 
an unsuccessful effort to find 
Jimison. 

Gov. Gardner yesterday ordered 
a special term of court for Sept. 30 
for resumption of the trial of the 
strikers. 

Ransacked Building. 

Last ‘night’s demonstrations be- 
gan in Gastonia, where members 
of the mob drove up to headqua.- 
ters of the union and ransacked 
the building, scattering union liter- 
ature about the place. 

From Gastonia the motor cara- 
van went to Bessemer City, a few 
miles away, and union headquar- 
ters there were ransacked and more 
literature strewn about 

Proceeding from Bessemer City 
and Gastonia to Chariotte, the men 
disbanded. They visited strike 
headquarters in Charlotte, but un- 
ion sympathizers left the place 
shortly before the visitors arrived. 

Several of those in the crowd 


i'said they were after Jimison. They 


gathered about his home, which its 
near the courthouse where the tria! 
had been in progress for several 
weeks, but the attorney was stay- 
ing at a focal hotel. 

The presence of the long line of 
automobiles near the courthouse 
awoke citizens of Charlotte, many 
of whom joined the crowd.

BRITON FLYING

NO HUMAN BEING

CALSHOT, England, Sept. 10.— 
Driving a blue and silver seaplane, 
A. H. Orlebar, Squadron Leader 
and captain of the British Schnei- 
der cup team today sped over a 
marked course of three kilometers 
here to break all world speed rec- 
ords. He reach:d a rate of 368.5 


4 miles an hour on one run of the 


course and averaged 355.225 for 
four succes::ve trials. It is this 
latter figure which constitutes the 
official record. 

Orlebar exceeded a speed of six 
miles a minute on two of his four 
laps and consistently maintained 
an average in the face of unfavor- 
able weather conditions of nearly 
six miles a minute. He will prob- 
ably try again in the hope of do-~ 
ing better than 375 miles per hour. 

Clocked by a new timing device, 
the results of which were an- 
rounced more than three hours 
after the actual flight, Orlebar’s 
average for four consecutive dashes 
over the course on Southampton 
water was 355.8 miles an hour, or 
23.31 miles an hour better than 
the new world record established 
Saturday by Flying Officer R. L. R. 
Atcherley in the Schneider cup 
race. 

Flight Lieutenant G. H. Staine 
forth, who preceded Orlebar with 
a Gloster-Napier six, also bettered 
Atcherley’s record with a mark of 
336.3 miles an hour. 

Rules of Flight. 

Four dashes are made in 
one continuous flight. If more than 
four are made by the pilot, the 
best speeds for four consecutive 
runs, tow in each direction, are 
taken. 

The British pilots’ task today was 
comparatively easier than that fac- 
ing their comrades on Saturday. 
They flew today over a straight 
course Of three kilometers with no 
banks or turns between start and 
finish line. The Schneider Cup 
course was quadrilateral with two 
diffieult acute angles, inevitably 
siowing the speed of the aviators. 
Fastest Time Ever Made by Man. 
Swifter than any human being 
has ever traveled, the youthful 
British ace, Orlebar, yet failed to 
attain the maximum speed which 
he might have made had the visi- 
bility been better. He believed he 
could have done about 376 miles 
an hour under more favorable con- 
ditions. 

Stainforth also was hampered 
by poor visibility. His machine 
was frequently lost to sight in the 
haze as he streaked along the 
course after flattening out from «a 
swift dive. 
The official announcement of the 
British airmen’s achievements was 
made late in the afternoon, after a 
long session by timers and mathe- 
maticians, 
Orlebar flew the super-marine 
Rolls Royce 8-6 with which flying 
officer H. R. B. Waghorn won the 
Schneider cup race for England on 
Saturday with a mark of 328.68 
miles an hour. 

Official Time. 
When the official announce- 
ments finally were made, Orlebar'’s 
four individual runs of the course 
were given as at the rate of 368.8, 
345.3, 265.5 and 343.7 miles an 
hour. This gave him an average 
of 355 825 for the four trials. 
Lieut. Stainforth’s best four 
runs were 351.3, 328.3, 236.2 and 
329.3, giving bim an average of

to the point where three commner- 
cial transmitters—KMOX, KWK 
and WIL—are conducting a three- 
cornered fight for the local radio 
advertising and for power permits 
which control the advertising rates. 

The importance of power was 
emphasized last week when KWK’s 
hearing before the Federal Radio 
Commission at Washington on a 
plea for a 6000-watt permit in- 
stead of the present 1000 watts, 
was attended by lawyers for KWK’s 
competitors. KMOX, with 6000 
watts, now dominates the air in the 
St. Louis area, while WIL, limited 
to 250 watts in the daytime and 100 
watts at night, seeks a place in 
the gun. 

As things stand, KMOX has a 
permit to erect a 50,000-watt sta- 
tion which it has not as yet seen 
fit to use; KWK’s application for 
additional power is before the com- 
mission under advisement, and 
WIL is awaiting a hearing on its 
application for an increase to 1000 
watts. If each station proceeded 
with its contemplated plans the 
relative power situation would not 
be greatly changed. 

Convey’s Developments. 

Thomas Patrick Convey, known 
to his radio audiences as ‘“‘Thomas 
Patrick,” is perhaps the dominat- 
ing personality in St. Louis broad- 
casting. A Chicago promoter, Con- 
vey came to St. Louis some five 
years ago, held a radio. show and 
organized the St. Louis Radio 
Trades Association. In 1925 his 
talents as a promoter brought 
about the financing and construc- 
tion of KMOX, “the Voice of St. 
Louis."’ 
_ After 18 months Convey’s con- 
nection with KMOX was ended. 
“Too many bosses,” he explained, 
and went into business for him- 
self, purchasing KFVE, since en- 
larged and relettered KWK. Con- 


vey, as president and _ principal 
owner of the Greater St. Louis 
Broadcasting Co., which operates 


the station from Hotel Chase, calls 
it the “most popular, the most pro- 
. gressive and the most human” sta- 
tion in the St. Louis area. 
WIL, “The Friendly Station,” is 
the oldest and perhaps the least 
successful of the three competitors 
from a financial viewpoint. It is 
controlled by Lester A. Benson, the 
30-year-old dean of St. Louis 
broadcasting, who sent the 1920 
election returns to an eager audi- 
ence. The next year Benson set 
up Station WEB in the Benwood 
Radio Store at 1110 Olive street, 
broadcasting regular programs, and 
in 1922 built the first KSD trans- 
mitter, a 20-watt composite appa- 
ratus, for the Post-Dispatch. KSD 
has limited itself almost entirely 
to national chain programs. 
KMOX Officers Silent. 

Benson moved WEB to Hotel 
Chase in 1922, to the Star Building 
in 1925, to the Missouri Hotel in 
1927 and to his present location 
in the Hotel Melbourne early in 
1928. In 1926 he bought the 
KFVE transmitter, originally li- 
censed to the late Romaine Field- 
ing, and a year later resold KFVE 
to Convey'’s company. 

KMOX, with studios at the May- 
fair Hotel and transmitter at Kirk- 
wood, is owned by the Voice of St. 
Louis, Inec., of which Nelson R. 
Darragh, president of the F. C. 
Taylor Fur Co., is president. Of- 
ficers of the station declined to 
discuss its affairs, holding the dif- 
ferences of opinion over power per- 
mits to be controversial matter. 
Convey, however, talked freely, dis- 
cussing the rights of the people in 
the St. Louis vicinity to the choice 
of at least two 6000-watt stations. 
Benson said he sought only to have 
his station restored to the relative 
position it occupied before the na- 
tional reallocation of 1928. 

Most of the present business 
rivalry dates back to the realloca- 
tion of November, 1928. At that 
time, KMOX was given a cleared 
channel on 1090 kilocycles and 
KWK and WIL were assigned to 
share time on the 1350 wave length 
with 1000 watts power. 

KWK pleaded with the Radio 
Commission and emerged victorious 
with exclusive rights to 1350 kilo- 
cycles in this territory. WHIL’'s 
power was reduced and it was 
moved to 1200 kilocycles, to share 
time with two small church sta- 
tions. Dissatisfaction and bicker- 
ing hag continued, however, with 
the occasional broadcasting of 
grievances.

He sued KWK 
for $75,000 damages and KWK re- 
taliated with a $100,000 suit 
against KMOX. 

Since then, KWK has been occu- 
pied with its fight for more power. 
“Thomas Patrick” argues eloquent- 
ly on the air that St Louis has 
peen neglected by the Radio Com- 
mission. He points out that the 
total broadcasting power in St. 
Louis is 8600 watts, whereas Chi- 
cago has about 156,000, Cincinnati 
55,000 and Nashville, Tenn., about 
20,000. 

The thousands within a 200-mile 
radius of St. Louis, he says, are 
dependent on St. Louis for radio 
entertainment. In summer months 
when radio reception is apt to be 
poor, some outlying listeners can 
get only KMOX, These numerous 
listeners, including the thousands 
of week-enders from St. Louis. are 
entitled to a choice of entertain- 
ment, argues Convey. Sometimes, 
he points out, KMOX is offering

KWkK, Convey says, does not de- 
sire to deprive anyone of his rights. 
He is willing, he told the Radio 
Commission, to accept less than 
5000 watts and he is eager to reg- 
ulate his power at any time so as 
not to impede the broadcasting of 
various low-power Eastern stations 
on his and adjoining wave lengths. 
All he wants, he contends, is the 
right to give his listeners what they 
want as evidenced by 101,689 sig- 
natures on petitions asking for 
more power for KWK., 
A 5000-watt station would cost 
KWK about $100,000. At KWk’s 
hearing, charges were made that 
the plea for more power prefaced 
a stock promotion scheme. Con- 
vey admits that he “hopes some 
day KWK will be owned by its 
listeners.” So far, he says, no 
Plans for financing a 6000-watt 
station have been made. 


Indicating the amount of money 
involved in the operation of a rela- 
tively small broadcasting station, 
Convey's statement to the radio 
commission recited that gross in- 
come of KWK for the first half of 
1928 was $78,597.82, all from ad- 
vertising revenue, and gross expen- 
ditures $69,122.95. The difference 
had been spent, he said, on plant 
improvements.

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STARTS MOVE IN LEAGUE 
FOR REDUCTION OF TARIFF 


Briton Proposes Nations Agree Not to In- 
crease Rates for Two Years While De- 
‘vising Plans to Lower Them.

GENEVA, Sept. 10.—President 
Graham of the British "Board of 
Trade proposed to the assembly of 
the League of Nations yesterday 


that for two years there be an 
agreement not to increase tariffs 
and that during this period every 
effort be made to hold a represen- 
tative conference of, member Gov- 
ernments of the League, perhaps 
including non-member  Govern- 
ments, also, to ascertain how ex- 
isting tariffs might be reduced. He 
asked the assembly to send his 
proposal to a committee to have a 
resolution prepared. 

In his address to the assembly, 
Graham contrasted the position of 


the United States with its free in- 
terstate market with the position 
of Europe and its many customs 
divisions, 

He said one could not help mak- 
ing this contrast when one re- 
alized that the United States to- 
day had 43 per cent of the world’s 


gold, that the United States was 


a great creditor country, and that 
despite the progress of The Hague 
conference Europe had still innum- 
erable difficulties to overcome. Bu* 
with regard to the Turopean con- 
federation project he insisted that 
for Europe to embark on discrim- 
ination against any country might 
supply that friction “which would 
manufacture war among the na- 
tions.”’

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AMERICA AND THE WORLD COURT. 


The Hoover administration has approved the 
formula, prepared by Elihu Root, for our adher- 
ence to the World Court, but notice from the State 
Department that the President will not submit the 
proposition to the Senate until next year has quieted 
the clamor of the irreconcilables. Meantime, the 
question of accepting the Root plan is on the agenda 
of the Assembly of the League of Nations now 
in session. The general expectation is that the As- 
sembly’s action will be favorable. 

The long-drawn discussion of our adhesion to the 
Court centers around the fifth reservation, of which 
Senator Swanson is the author. That reservation 
stipulates publicity for all advisory opinions of the 
Court. It further provides that the Court shall not 
“without the consent of the United States, entertain 


dispute or question in which the United States has 
‘or claims an interest.” 

The publicity requirement was readily acquiesced 
in. The record was cited that the Court had ren- 
dered no secret advisory opinions, that in every 
such instance—some 15 of them—the opinions had 
been publicly given. The second condition in the 
Swanson reservation was objectionable, on the 
ground that “it might hamper the work of the Coun- 
cil and prejudice the rights of the members of the 
League.” Mr. Root addressed himself to the task 
of clarifying that reservation so as to safeguard the 


interests of the United States in language that would 
be acceptable to the other nations. 

The Root plan, as finally evolved, provides that, 

whenever the Council is considering asking the 
Court for an advisory opinion, there shall be an ex- 
change of views between the Council and the United 
States “as to whether an interest of the United 
States is affected.” The assumption of this provi- 
sion is that a frank expression by both sides will 
result in agreement; that either the opinion may 
be rendered or the Council will not request an opin- 
ion. In the extreme event that an agreement can- 
not be reached, the United States may withdraw 
from the Court “without any imputation of un- 
friendliness.” 
Many recognized students of international law be- 
lieve that the Root formula is preferable from the 
standpoint of the United States to the Swanson res- 
ervation. Senator Swanson himself regards it as 
satisfactory. But the irreconcilables, or the “bat- 
talion of death,” as they were styled in the stormy 
Wilson days, are still implacable, as evidenced by 
the uncompromising attitude of Senator Moses, on 
whom the mantle of leadership has apparently de- 
scended. 

As for the outcome, it seems reasonable to ven- 
ture that, with aggressive leadership in the White 
House, the fight for our adherence to the World 
Court could be won. That White House quality has 
been wanting. The project was a cherished dream 
of its proponent, Mr. Harding, who died before the 
issue was really joined. It never elicited more than 
perfunctory support from Mr. Coolidge. who dropped 
it with every evidence of relief at the first face 
saving opportunity. There is no intimation that 
Mr. Hoover is ready to crusade for the cause, though 
his unwillingness to start a war on another front 
while the tariff tempest rages is easily understood. 
Nevertheless, the friends of peace are sincerely hop- 
ing that the United States will presently cast aside 
its fears and prejudices and join this International 
Court of Justice which American vision first con- 
ceived and which .American genius helped so vitally 
to create. 

Meanwhile, 20 nations have accepted the optional 
clause making arbitration of international disputes 
by the World Court compulsory, and it is announced 
from Geneva that 15 other nations are ready to sign.

per hour for 217 miles. hat is about the speed of a 
bullet—which means that if someone had fired a 
revolver in the same direction as Waghorn was go- 
ing he could have reached out of his plane and neatly 
picked the bullet out of the air ’twixt thumb and fore- 
finger. That is also about two-fifths-the speed of 
sound. Or figure it out this way: 328 miles per hour, 
five and a half miles per minute, one full city block 
in the tick of a clock! 

Man’s fastest moment is an exercise for any imag: 
ination. But to eyewitnesses it was even stranger. 
In a vivid account of the race the London correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch wrote on Sunday: “The eye 
refused to believe in the reality of an insect in the 
sky that suddenly becomes a huge bird, then a flying 
machine, then a bird and an insect again, all in two 
or three seconds, while the impression of fantasy is 
increased by the terrifying and uncanny sound ef- 
fects produced.” 

But 328 miles per hour didn’t last long. Today 
another Britisher, A. H. Orlebar, in the same plane, 
ran the record up to 355 miles per hour. 
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AGRICULTURE IS FINDING ITSELF. 


Most substantial of all the factors in the upward 
trend of agriculture, already discernible in the sta- 
tistics, if not in some farms, is the fact that “agricul- 
ture is finding itself to some extent.” That was the 
opinion expressed to the Post-Dispatch a few days 
ago by Wood Netherland, president of the Federal 
Land Bank in St. Louis, and it is the opinion of 
other observers as well. 

This “great Western empire” is no longer a virgin 
land, spendthrift of her riches to every man who 
sows the seed. No Missouri farmer can longer hope 
to take wealth out of his land year after year with- 
out putting some wealth into the land. Nor can he 
hope to profit by farming heedlessly, without attend- 
ing to the best-proved methods of putting wealth into 
the soil in order that he may reap richly. Nor can 
he longer face the market place, where every other 
group—except the consumer—has its safeguards, 
without working out agencies and methods to market 
profitably. 

Some Missouri farmers have changed their ways 
to meet changing times. They are liming and fer- 
tilizing the soil, rotating crops by science and not by 
guess, sending their sons to agricultural college, 
studying bulletins of the Department of Agriculture 
and the farm publications, organizing themselves 
and scrutinizing markets and the means of mar- 
keting. They are using the highwWayseas a means 
of handling their products, not merely a means of 
leaving the farm to tend itself. They are “getting 
by,” at least, in even the leanest years. 


Truly, for agriculture to find itself is the most

dependable factor in the perplexing and critical sit- 
uation. No extraneous aid can be quite so effec- 
tive. Crops may be good this year and bad the next, 
but once the farmer learns how best to work each 
foot of ground and how best to sell every bushel of 
grain and head of stock, that knowledge will endure 


through any change of season. 
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VALUATION AND DEPRECIATION. 

Muench’s belated protest against the 8-cent 
car fare, itself almost a memory now, is not 
to alter the Missouri Public Service Commis- 
sion’s generous ajJlowances for real estate holdings, 
going value, promotion and consolidation, etc., all 
heavy contributors to the estimated valuation of 
$63,500,000 upon the whole property. 

But it is not so certain the commission will not take 
something off the valuation upon the score of depre- 
ciation. Mr. Muench is pointing out in his brief 
that $8,469,730 allowed for depreciation but unused 
as such was turned over to the stockholders during 
the period of receivership by buying new property 
with it. It should properly have been deducted from 
operating expenses and had the effect of lowering 
fares. 

What is the commission going to say about that? 
Will it say that this is an improper use to make of 
such money, and will it therefore lop some $8,000,000 
off the company’s valuation? Or will it content itself 
with saying that bygones are bygones? It has a bad 
habit of allowing exaggerated claims for valuatioao 
upon this property. The owners bought it for $49,- 
100,000, including good will if any, going value how- 
ever doubtful, and real estate appreciation. Yet the 
commission put all those together to add $14,000,000 
to what the property actually cost its present owners. 
Perhaps the commission can also justify taking 
more thay $8,000,000 of the car riders’ money and 
giving it to the stockholders, but we are from Mis- 
souri. We will have to see it before we will be- 


lieve it. 
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WHAT ONE MISSOURI WOMAN DID. 

Mrs. Paul Vehling is the wife of the assistant 
manager of the Kansas City Athletic Club.

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BETTER NEWS FROM BOSTON. 

Free speech and human rights have suffered much 
in Boston, but now comes a judicial pronouncement 
which gives promise of better things.

Two speak- 
ers were arrested because they addressed meetings on 
Boston Common to commemorate the execution of 


Both had permits, Po- 
lice Superintendent Crowley admitted, but the per- 
mits were worded to forbid reference to the twe ex- 
ecuted radicals. 

Crowley was on hand to hear what Alfred Baker 
Lewis, secretary of the State Socialist organization, 
had to say. In his address, Lewis remarked: “We 
feel that we have a right to discuss the Sacco-Van- 
zetti case’—- Here Crowley interrupted by shout- 
ing: “Your permit is revoked! Speak again and 
you'll be speaking without a permit.” Lewis said a 
few words more, police yanked him off his rostrum, 


thrust him into a patrol wagon and dispersed the 


crowd. 

Be it everlastingly to Boston’s credit that 
action was repudiated and the two speakers were re- 
leased by a courageous jurist, Judge Charles J. Carr. 
His words on finding them not guilty of speaking 
without a permit should be well studied by every po: 
liceman and every blue-stocking in Boston as well as 
elsewhere. We hope it means a new day for Boston 
when a Judge puts this forthright declaration of 
American principles into the record: 


The.police must not forget that free speech 
is an American institution In time of peace the 
right is reserved to the people to bring about 
reforms by public discussion even if such discus- 
sion involves some criticism of their representa- 
tives in the executive, legislative or judicial 
branches of the Government. As a matter of pol- 
icy, it should be remembered that outdoor ora- 
tory is often a safety valve for persons whose 
opinions we condemn. Persecuted, they may be- 
come heroes; let alone, they excite little atten- 
tion and slight incentive to continue.

A Castigation of the Press 


Metropolitan newspaper of today is simply a great corporate enterprise, says law 
school dean, with all the evils of that form of organization; owners are capital- 
istic investors and editors are hired men; press, he charges, is intrusive, meddle- 
some, and ignorant, and is lacking in courage and moral leadership. 


From a commencement address at John Marshall Law School, Chicago, 
by Dean Edward T. Lee 


for freedom; freedom from the enmity 

of the apparently hostile powers of ne- 
ture, from control of nature’s physical laws; 
of cramping social customs and tribal ta- 
boos; from arbitrary government and 
priest-ridden religions; freedom from every- 
thing that would dwarf his spirit and pre- 
vent it from mastering the outside world, 
or would stand in the way of achieving 
man's highest desires and exerting his free 
will to its utmost. 

In accomplishing these ends in the do- 
main of government, three fundamental 
principles have, been evolved which we call 
“Freedom of Assemblage,” “Freedom of 
Speech,” and “Freedom of the Press.” They 
have not been accepted at all times and in 
all places without modification. They have 
been condemned by high church authority 
as errors of modernism. And, indeed, no 
one should take them too literally. But 
their acceptance or rejection, in whole or 
in part, is sufficient to classify a man or 
a people as progressive or reactionary. 

Just as, -philosophically, freedom of 
thought is absurd, as thought has its own 
laws which must be followed as closely as 
a train must follow its track, unless one 
would invite a wreck. so freedom of speech, 
foo. must have its limitations. The law 
does not permit us to speak freely at all 
times and on al] occasions. We must hire 
our own hall to do that, and in times of 
public danger even that may not be done. 
In like manner, freedom of asseinblage 
may produce a riot and hence prove a men- 
ace to public peace. Freedom of the press, 
also, is to be taken with limitations. Ben 
Franklin possibly had one of these timita- 
tions in mind when he said: “I believe in 
the liberty of the press, but I also believe 
in the license of the cudgel in beating out 
the brains of an offending editor.” 

The early newspapers were devoted large- 
ly to commercial news and confined mainly 
to public matters, which were often warmly 
discussed in their columns by men tike 
Madison, Hamilton and Jefferson, who rep- 
resented the vox populi of their day. But 
in the middle of the Jast century, about the 
line of the discovery of gold mines tn the 
West, the realization came to some wise 
men in the East that newspapers mizht al- 
so prove gold mines; and in the big cities 
newspapers arose that became vast busi- 
ness enterprises. The Tribune, the Herald, 
the Times, later the Sun, the World and 
the Journal were promoted and developed 
as commercial enterprises. 

The metropolitan newspapers today are 
simply great corporate enterprises, with all 
the evils of that form of organization, char- 
acterized by ruthless competition, arrogant, 
unmoral in their aims, in short. conducted, 
in the language of one of our loca] papers 
as just “a business enterprise.” 

The owner and editor, formerly one, are 
now two very different persons—the one a 
inere capitalistic investor, the other a hired 
man, a& vagrant writer, hired and fired the 
same as the reporter or the janitor. Nor 
is the humble local newspaper owned and 
edited by a local man, who might be relied 
upon to represent and express the thought 
and desire of the community, and who, if 


T tor history of man has been a struggle 


t: 


need be, could be made to keep within the 
bounds of decency in his columns by social 
pressure Or physical application. 

Since the advent of these monstrous city 
gargoyles, the right of privacy of the Amer- 
ican people has been practically obliterated. 
No place of private business, no office, not 
even the sanctuary of the home is free from 
the prying or, if need be, forcible invasion 
by the minions of the press. Desks may be 
ransacked, letters and pictures stolen by its 
agents, apparently without redress. To this 
is now added the nuisance of the camra- 
man, ready to shoot at sight the unoffend- 
ing citizen, man or .woman, whose picture 
the “boss” wants. The sins of the fathers 
and mothers are visited not only upon the 
third and fourth generation. but upon all 
relations of the sinner to the fortietia’ de- 
gree. Nothing may be kept out that will 
make grist for the newspaper mill. Lind- 
bergh committed high treason against the 
canons of the press when he exercised his 
right of being married in private and not 
in the sanctum of a newspaper, surrounded 
by reporters and picture men. 


True, the press of today, largely because 
of its business instinct, has gotten away 
from some of its former evils. It would not 
be true to say of the press that it is en- 
tirely evil or corrupt, although it undoubt- 
edly has a corrupting and evil influence in 
many of its publications. Its intrusiveness, 
meddlesomeness, and ignorant assertion of 
superior knowledge, wisdom and patriotism, 
its readiness to run with the hare and fol- 
low with the hounds, its quickness to 
capitalize-both the vices and virtues of poor 
humanity, its philanthropi¢ and altruistic 
pretense, its blind leadership of the blind, 
its lack of courageous, mora! leadership re- 
sardiess of financia] loss, its falsifying of 
news to bolster up its policies, its catering 
to a fickle populace and inciting the weak 
and vicious into defiance of the law. its 
Parrot repetition in its editorial columns, 
help to make the modern metropolitan 
newspaper at best a necessary evil. 

The big newspaper is our great busy- 
body. There is no function of society which 
it is not, in its own estimation, better able 
to perform than are those charged with the 
performance of that function. It is never 
troubied with a beam in itg own eye. I is 
now bent, in some states, upon taking over 
the admintstration of the criminal law from 
the police and the courts and instituting 
trial by newspaper. Criminals have been 
dragged to newspaper offices and have had 
their pictures taken before they were 
booked for any offense. By assisting in 
the defense of  criminais, papers have 
helped to defeat justice and have madzs 
trials mawkish performances, which some 
courts have weakly permitted; and by treat- 
ing criminais as heroes instead of as low- 
down cowards, as they are in most Canes, 
by adopting their lingo and exploiting ther 
as dramatic characters, they have given aid 
and comfort to criminal gangs. No State's 
Attorney. no jadge of a criminal] court. if 
he would speak his honest mind but weuld 
say that one of the greatest obstacles today 
in the proper administration of criminal!

GENEVA, Sept. 10, — Arthur 
Bullard of Washington, newspaper 
man, author and former chief of 
the Far Eastern division of the 
State Department, died today in 
Geneva after an illness of several 
weeks. Mr. Bullard, who was born 
in St. Joseph, Mo. was 49 years 
old. 

He had been associated in many 
capacities with the League of Na- 
tions and was one of the best 
known and best informea Amer- 
icans on questions connected with 
it He served as Geneva repre- 
sentative of the American League 
of Nations’ Association, as mem- 
ber of the information section of 
the League and as assistant to 
Norman H. Davis when the latter 
presided over the League Commis- 
sion which settled the dispute over 
the disposition of the city of 
Memel. 

He was also secretary to the 
American delegation at the World 
Economic Conference in 1927. 

News of his death, received as 
the assembly session of the League 
was opening today, brought ex- 
pressions of grief from foreign as 
well as American circles. -A me- 
morial service will be held Thurs- 
day in the American Church and 
the body will be buried near the 
new League buildings.

$200,000 fund which has been held 
in the United States Treasury to 
cover purchase of the 28-mile strip 
of land, 60 feet wide, for the right- 
of-way. 

Purchase of the 2027 acres at an 
average price of $50 an acre, the 
Court explained, would require 
$101,350. This would leave in the 
hands of the Court nearly $99,000 
for the satisfaction of incidental 
damages, such as the cutting of 
drainage ditches, bisection of farms 
and removal of buildings. 

The Government had planned, 
he observed, to purchase any par- 
cels of the land upon which it 
could arrive at a price agreement 
with the landholders, but had no 
right to buy any land without con- 
sent of the bondholders. 

Neither, he remarked, would the 
court's orders be binding upon the 
Treasury.

They give no reasonable 
indication Of what is fair cost and 
what is reasonable profit on the 
different types, because there is 
a war on among the contractors. 
There was a stiffening of sheet 
asphalt prices at the beginning of 
this year that indicated to me a 
‘gentlemen's agreement,” but that 
has broken down. I can’t explain 
the situation, but a change in the 
price of materials (sand and gravel 
have gone up) may be an expla- 
nation, as they claim. However, 
the increases were still within the 
limits of our estimates, which werc 
the same as last year’s estimates.’’ 

Kinsey declined to express a 
conclusion about what he termed 
the contractors’ “war.’’ 

Director Brooks says he haa an 
opinion about value of patented 
pavements, but declines to express 
it until he had opportunity to give 
detailed engineering reasons. 
Director Salisbury does not think 
four years’ experience on the board 
qualifies him to pass on the rela- 
tive value of pavement types, but 
declines to give his reasons for vot- 
ing for patented materials. “Why 
don’t you ask Brooks?” he said. 
Directors Steininger and Rilliet,.

PURTAILED FOOD 
SHIPPLY FOR JEWS 
IN JERUSALEM 


Boycott on Arab Products 
Complicates Situation— 
Rice Alone Served at One 
Large Hotel. 


By the Associated Press. 

JERUSALEM, Sept. 10.—Scat- 
tered disorders of a minor char- 
acter were reported today from 
over Palestine. Moslem Arabs and 
Jews generally, however, settled to 
their old routine of life adjoining 
one another. 

Jewish housewives found them- 
selves hard put to get food follow- 
ing the spreading of stories that 
Arab fruit dealers had poisoned 
goods sold to Jews. A Jewish boy- 


cott of Arab products also compli- 
cated the food problem and the 
leading Jewish hotel in Jerusalem 
was able to serve only rice at one 
meal. 
In Jerusalem a parade by Brit- 
ish soldier wearing steel helmets 
and carrying fixed bayonets late 
yesterday was accepted as an at- 
tempt to allay any panic, Jews of 
the old city having become appre- 
hensive when large numbers of 
Moslems began to leave their 
homes. 
The Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
says that the grave in which 64 
victims of the Hebron rioting were 
buried would be opened as soon 
as possible. Representations were 
made by the Rabbinate that it was 
too shallow and had been dug by 
others than Jews. The authorities 
will take advantage of the removal) 
to examine the bodies. 

Jews Abandon Acre. 
Jews of Acre, except for 48 who 
are under arrest, have abandoned 
the town in favor of Haifa after 
the alleged stoning of several Jews 
in the former place. 
A committee of Hebron refu- 
gees has submitted to the high 
commissioner, Sir John Chancellor, 
a memorandum accusing Aarif el 
Aarif, administrative officer of 
Bersera, and two Arab sheiks as 
instigators of Moslem disturbances 
in mosques and streets. It is also 
alleged that the administrative of- 
ficer in Hebron, Abdullah Kardsis, 
to whom rabbis applied for help 
during the trouble there, quieted 
their fears and prevented them 
from getting in touch with Jeru- 
salem by telephone. 

The authors of the memoran- 
dum demand suspension of the 
administrative officers and the po- 
lice chief and summoning of these 
officials for trial. 

Demand for Impartial Judges. 

The high commissioner received 

an Arab delegation, which protest- 
ed against the proclamation of the 
high commissioner on Sept. 1. They 
demanded absolutely impartial 
judges in the criminal courts when 
the cases connected with the dis- 
turbanc2s are tried and asked that 
the Government take further ac- 
tion to disarm Jews and prevent 
continuance of alleged Jewish at- 
tacks on Arabs. 
The Grand Mufti of Arabs in 
Palestine told journalists he had 
received telegrams from Moslems 
in Bombay, Delhi, Calcutta, Bag- 
dad and Mecca “protesting against 
Jewish attacks upon the holy places 
of Islam and against the Balfour 
declaration.” They promised 
full support to their Moslem com- 
patriots in Palestine, he said.

1500-FIGHT FOREST FIRES 
IN WESTERN OREGON 


Several Houses Destroyed at Port 
Orford; Situation Worst 
in Years, 
By the Associated Prees. 

PORTLAND, Ore:, Sept. 10.— 
Thick clouds of smoke hung over 
this city and limited visibility to a 
half mile today as hundreds of 
men attempted to stop the advance 
of forest fires on scores of fronts 
in Western Oregon. Forest offi- 
cials here described the situation 
as the worst in many years. 

Coos and Curry Counties on the 
coast were the hardest hit. The 
most. serious blazes in that district 
were reported in the Port Orford 
area, extending from the port city 
to Elk River, center of the white 
cedar industry.

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PARIS SHOW CROWDS DECLINE 


Decrease Due to Failure to Get 
American Films. 
By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Sept. 10.—Disappearance 
of American films from French 
screens, Courrier Cinematograph- 
ique said today, has caused a de- 
crease of 50 per cent in the reve- 
nues of French movie houses dur- 
ing the past month as compared 
with the same period in 1928. 

The paper added that officers of 
the French Film Syndicate were 
being pressed by the exhibitors to 
resign because they had failed to 
reach an agreement with the Amer- 
ican producers. Some movie 
houses in Paris, unable to get good
